over school bus 


PARENTS of a teenage girl 
with special needs are 
urging councillors to 
reconsider plans to axe 
school transport. 

Ellie Chapman is 13 but has a 
learning age of 8. She is one of 
12 children who travel daily by 
minibus from Haverhill to the 
Priory School in Bury St 
Edmunds for specialist teach¬ 
ing. 

Her parents, Tracey and Paul, of 
Pakenham Place, Haverhill, both work 
full-time in Cambridge. 

If Ellie caught a bus to school, she 
would have to leave home at 6.30am, 
and then walk up to five miles from the 
bus stop to her school. 

Mrs Chapman has now made an 
impassioned plea to Haverhill Town 
Council to oppose Suffolk County 
Council plans to stop paying for school 
transport, except in exceptional cases. 

The town council has written to Cllr 
Graham Newman, the county’s 
portfolio holder for children, schools 
and young people’s services, saying the 
proposals made them feel “ashamed to 
be living in Suffolk”. 

Mrs Chapman said: “Ellie has 
moderate special needs, and has 
trouble with many minor things. 

“She lacks self confidence and finds 
things like going to the shop incredibly 
difficult. If someone approaches her 
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who she does not know, she goes into 
intense panic mode and will not leave 
the house. 

“She is terribly vulnerable and there 
is just no way she could cope with 
going by public transport. 

“If I take her myself I will have to try 
and reduce my working hours and 
make an 80-mile round trip each day. 

“If I cannot do this, I would have to 
give up work and end up in the benefit 
queue with everyone else. 

“There is no way she could cope 
with mainstream school - it would be 
a complete nightmare.” 

A county council spokeswoman 
said: “The council is facing an unprec¬ 
edented challenge in terms of the 
financial savings that need to be made 
over the next four years. 

“We have, therefore, had to look at 
all aspects of our spending, including 
home-to-school transport. 

“We have recently begun a con¬ 
sultation on changes to our home-to- 
school transport arrangements, which 
are open for comment until March 25. 

“A final decision will be made in 
May. We will be taking all the views 
into account before any decision is 
taken.”

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Town council vow to 
help fill funding void 


SERVICES threatened by public 
spending cuts could receive a 
cash boost from a town council 
which has agreed to put up its 
share of county tax bills. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News last week, Haverhill Town 
Council has increased its 
portion of council tax bills by 
20 per cent - an average rise of 
35p a week - in order to 
safeguard the future of the 
Victorian arts centre building it 
manages. 

Councillors agreed to make 
the increase now, before new 
Government legislation comes 
into force, which could have 
required a costly referendum to 
rubber stamp the rise. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne said 
members agreed the hike was 
the only way the council could 
secure the future of Haverhill 
Arts Centre. 

A sub committee has now 
been formed to look at ways in 
which some of the extra 
revenue might be used to help 
fund services threatened with 
cuts, such as school crossing 
patrols and youth services. 

Cllr Byrne said: “We were not 
prepared to put people’s jobs 
and our activities at risk. 

“Never again will we have to 


rely on the borough council for 
money we need to run the arts 
centre. 

“I am sitting on the sub 
committee and we will be 
looking at all the services that 
the county and the borough 
have slashed and seeing what 
we can do with some of the 
extra council tax revenue. 

“I think it is disgusting, all the 
things they are taking away 
affect children and families, the 
most vulnerable people in our 
communities.” 

Haverhill’s two crossing 
patrols at Burton End and 
Wratting Road are among those 
Suffolk County Council plans to 
stop funding. The town council 
has already expressed an 
interest in funding them. 

Funding for youth clubs and 
library services are also under 
threat and the county council is 
currently consulting the public 
on how these services should 
be provided in future. 

A Suffolk spokesman said: 
“The council is facing an 
unprecedented challenge in 
terms of the financial savings 
that need to be made over the 
next four years. We have, 
therefore, had to look at all 
aspects of our spending.”

‘Angry’ prisoner 
threatened to kill 


THREATS to stab a wit¬ 
ness he had already con¬ 
fronted with a machete 
were sent in a letter from 
a prisoner in his cell, a 
court has heard. 

Aron Chalk, 21, had been on 
remanded at Norwich Prison 
when he wrote the letter in 
which he threatened to stab 
his victim, Matthew Gross. 

Mr Gross had already been 
the victim of a robbery at his 
home in Mildenhall, carried 
out by Chalk and a group of 
other men. 

Chalk threatened to stab Mr 
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Gross, kill other witnesses in 
the case and arrange for Mr 
Gross's girlfriend to be kid¬ 
napped and killed. 

Ipswich Crown Court was 
told on Monday that after 
being confronted by police 
about the letter, Chalk had 
pleaded guilty to an offence of 
intimidating a witness. 

When interviewed, Chalk 
said that he had become angry 
after reading a statement given 
by Mr Gross and wanted to 
scare him. 


Patricia Doggett, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Chalk, of Kingfisher 
Close, Haverhill, had been on 
remand accused of the robb¬ 
ery, to which he later pleaded 
guilty and was jailed in March 
last year for six years and eight 
months at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

The robbery had taken place 
at a flat in Cobblers Court, 
Mildenhall, on November 11 
the previous year and involved 
the occupant being threatened 
with a machete as he tried to 
throw a mobile phone to his 
girlfriend to alert the police. 

Mr Gross was then struck on 
the back of the leg by the 


weapon, which had an 18-inch 
long blade. Property taken in 
the robbery was worth £620. 

Chalk had committed the 
robbery just five days after 
being granted early release 
from prison. 

His previous criminal record 
included 27 convictions for 55 
separate offences.

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Family’s 
tributes 
to brave 
Chelsey 


HEARTFELT tributes have 
been paid to an 11-year- 
old girl who died after a 
life-long battle with cere¬ 
bral palsy. 

Chelsey Boreham was diag¬ 
nosed with the condition when 
she was born and was found to 
suffer from chronic lung disease 
a few years later. 

She spent her last few days in 
East Anglia’s Children’s Hospices 
in Milton and received respite 
care there from the age of 11 
months. 

Chelsey, who lived with her 
family in High Street, West 
Wratting, died in the early hours 
of February 12 after falling ill 
with pneumonia. She is survived 
by her parents, Ian and Sara 
Boreham, and brother, Ashley, 
15. 

Mr Boreham, 49, said: “She 
was very happy go lucky when 
she was well. She got the most 
out of life. Even though we had 
to care for her 24/7, we wouldn’t 
change it for the world. 

“She gave us so much back 
with her love. Because she 
couldn’t communicate with us 
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we had to judge by her exp¬ 
ressions. Her brother was 
absolutely brilliant with her. 

“He had a lot of patience and 
understanding with regard to 
her condition.” 

Chelsey was quadriplegic and 
wheelchair bound, meaning she 
could not do anything for her¬ 
self. Mr Boreham added: “She 
had complications all through 
her life. 

“She had three sessions in 
paediatric intensive care and she 
had pneumonia twice before, 
and bronchiolitis once before. 

“Each time she had pneum¬ 
onia her lungs got steadily 
worse. In the end, her lung 
capacity was down to about 50 
to 60 per cent.” 

Chelsey attended the Windmill 
School in Fulbourn until it 
closed and then went to the 
Granta School in Linton. 

Mr Boreham said: “She was a 
very sociable child and nosy. She 
wanted to know what was going 
on in her surroundings. 

“She was very determined. 


OAPs’ forgiveness for 
cigarette prank youth 


PENSIONERS who had a lighted 
cigarette pushed through their 
letterbox which set the doormat 
alight have told magistrates they 
forgive the teenager responsible. 

The 15-year-old boy, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, had 
admitted a charge of arson at a 
hearing at Bury St Edmunds youth 
court last month, when his case 
was adjourned for sentence until 
Tuesday. 

Prosecutor Sarah Jane Atkins told 
the court that the residents of the 
house in Haverhill had sealed up 
their letterbox and gone to collect 
their letters after the incident. 
However, they had told police they 
were prepared to forgive the boy. 

Ms Atkins said: “They told police 
they were grateful that he had 
offered to apologise and said 
everyone has done pranks they 
regret.” 

Magistrates were told that the 
residents of the house in Haverhill 


had immediately smelt burning 
and put out the fire in their hall¬ 
way, otherwise the consequences 
could have been much more 
serious. 

The teenager admitted putting 
the cigarette through the letterbox 
as a dare. 

A nine-month youth rehab¬ 
ilitation order was imposed by 
magistrates, with conditions that 
the boy is supervised, including 
tackling drug, alcohol and anger 
management issues and that he 
does 24 hours of reparation work 
over a 90-day period. 

They also imposed a nine-week 
curfew between 8pm-7am, with an 
electronic tag to be worn on Sat¬ 
urdays, Sundays, Mondays and 
Tuesdays. 

Magistrates chairman Graham 
Higgins told the teenager, who was 
said to have outstanding math¬ 
ematical ability, it was up to him to 
turn his life around. 



Youth attacked 
his parents 

AFTER sniffing propane gas and 
drinking, a teenager went home 
and assaulted both of his parents 
during an argument. 

The 16-year-old boy from 
Haverhill, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, admitted two 
charges of assault when he 
appeared at Bury St Edmunds 
youth court yesterday. 

Prosecutor Sarah Jane Atkins 
told magistrates that he had 
received two previous warnings 
from police for assaults on his 
parents. At present they did not 
feel able to have him back at 
home, although he visited for 
meals and a bath. 

The boy said: “I get mad 
moments when they don’t even 
say anything. But I flip anyway. I 
cannot help my anger.” 

His mother said: “He has been 
an angry boy in the past because 
he is adopted. He needs to 
change his life and we did not 
want to go this far, but hopefully 
he will learn from this.” 

Ms Atkins told the court the 
boy had thrown an ornament at 
his father and pushed both his 
parents as they tried to stop him 
leaving the house. 

Claire Lockwood, mitigating, 
said the teenager had shown 
genuine remorse for his actions. 

He had only sniffed the gas 
once and not repeated it. He now 
had new friends and a girlfriend, 
who were encouraging him to 
stay out of trouble. 

Magistrates imposed a six- 
month referral order.

Each time she went into 
intensive care they didn’t think 
she would come out but she 
proved them wrong all three 
times.” 

Chelsey’s funeral took place on 
Monday at Holy Trinity Church 
in Balsham. 

Those who attended wore pink 
or purple as a celebration of her 
life.

VILLAGERS fear they 
could be disturbed for up 
90 hours a week if con¬ 
tractors putting a pipeline 
through the countryside 
are allowed to increase 
their working hours. 

Northumberland Water 
Limited, which supplies water 
to much of south east Essex, has 
applied to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council to vary 
conditions of its planning 
consent to allow an extension 
in working hours, so that the job 
can be completed more quickly 

The council’s development 
control committee is recomm¬ 
ended to approve the changes, 
despite objections from local 
residents and parish councils. 

The 10-mile long pipeline 
runs between Wixoe and Kirt- 
ling Green, passing through the 
villages of Barnardiston, Ked- 
ington, Great Bradley, Little 
Thurlow, Great Thurlow, Great 
Wratting, and Little Wratting. 

The pipeline is part of a larger 
scheme crossing land in east 
Cambridgeshire, and the Brain¬ 
tree and Colchester districts. 

The application is to allow an 
extra three hours on Monday to 
Friday, finishing work at 
10.30pm instead of 7.30pm, and 
another six and a half hours on 
Saturdays, finishing at 7.30pm 
instead of 1pm, 

Statements from the comp¬ 
any say “non-noisy” and “low- 
disturbance” operations would 
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be carried out in the extra 
working hours, with noise levels 
agreed with environmental 
health officers, in response to 
residents’ concerns. 

The current restrictions 
meant no productive work 
could be done on Saturday 
morning and the changes could 
potentially reduce the con¬ 
struction period by eight weeks. 

Wixoe Parish Council ob¬ 
jected to the plan on the 
grounds that it would result in 
noise and light pollution. 

It said the original approved 
hours should be retained, 
arguing that approving the 
variation could lead to further 
applications and more distur¬ 
bances caused to residents. 

Three residents wrote 
objections to the extended 
hours and two stated that they 
would be subjected to noise and 
disturbance for 90 hours a week. 
One questioned whether the 
construction period would be 
shorted, given unexpected 
problems which could arise. 

Great Wratting and Little 
Thurlow parish councils also 
objected to the extended and 
said they could not assess noise 
or traffic disturbance which 
might arise when work reached 
them, as no traffic management 
plan had been provided.

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ANGRY town councillors have 
accused a county council of 
hitting the most vulnerable in 
society by axing school 
transport costs for children with 
disabilities. 

At their meeting last week, 
Haverhill Town Council 
members agreed to send a 
“strongly-worded” letter to 
Graham Newman, portfolio 
holder for children, schools and 
young people’s services. 

Councillors agreed to send 
the letter after hearing the plea 
of a mother whose 13-year-old 


daughter will no longer qualify 
school transport under pro¬ 
posed changes to the rules. 

Gordon Mussett, town clerk, 
wrote: “Students with special 
educational needs did not 
choose to be born with, or 
develop, the often complex 
issues that demand specialist 
schooling. 

“They were and are unable to 
influence the location of 
specialist schools, because they 
have not reached the age of 18, 
and thus cannot vote. 

“It is not the fault of these 


children, nor their families, that 
specialist schools are unevenly 
and widely distributed through¬ 
out Suffolk - nor that for some 
of their schooling must take 
place in Cornwall, or Yorkshire. 

“Not all specialist schools are 
accessible by public transport 
not all parents have access to 
transport. Of course the ‘aver¬ 
age’ cost of home-to-school 
transport for these children is so 
high - many require specialist 
provision, many travel long 
distances, many need to be 
accompanied.” 


He added: “The town council 
opposes any proposals to 
change the existing arrange¬ 
ments for home-to-school 
transport for this small, but 
specialist group. 

“This extends to not 
removing any concessions, to 
continuing to provide transport 
for parents attending reviews 
(especially out of county), and 
to providing home-to-school 
transport between schools 
where dual placements are 
considered in the child’s best 
interest.”

School transport cuts spark furious backlash

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VILLAGERS could find themselves 
waiting longer for a fire engine to 
arrive if plans to remove sec¬ 
ondary cover go ahead, a union 
has warred. 

Members of the Fire Brigades Union 
have condemned Suffolk County Council’s 
plan to axe a £100,000 budget from April, 
which is used to pay for extra cover, if it is 
needed, at rural stations with no full-time 
staff, like Clare and Wickhambrook. 

A statement from the union said that in 
recent years it had become harder to 
recruit retained firefighters in towns and 
villages where employment has decreased 
and people had to travel further for work. 

Currently, Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service uses firefighters from other 
stations on secondary contracts to keep 
these stations ‘on the run’. 

The union said almost every on-call fire 
station is Suffolk had been kept going by 
the Full-Time Equivalent (FTE) scheme, 
which Suffolk County Council (SCC) plans 
to remove from April 1. 

Andy Message, acting brigade secretary 
of the FBU in Suffolk, who is based at 
Haverhill, said: “Fire engines will be 
delayed in getting to people. SCC should 
be spending £100,000 a year using fire¬ 
fighters to support those stations that 
cannot get enough crew, particularly 
Monday to Friday during the day. We 
believe they have not been spending the 
money in full since the scheme was 
created. 

“We also want to see exactly what will 
be used to cover these shortages once the 
FTE budget has been removed, because 
we think this summer will be one of 
extreme shortage of fire engines. 

“I urge county councillors, parish and 
town councils to enquire if this change 
will impact on their residents and also 
urge businesses to find out if it may take 
longer to reach their premises, especially 
those in towns and villages without full¬ 
time firefighters.” 

A statement from the county council 
said: “The main consequence of this is 
that there may be a small reduction in the 
time that on-call fire engines are available. 
To mitigate the impact of this proposal 
some of the money used to support an 
on-call liaison officer post, to seek ways to 
improve the availability of on-call fire 
fighters and fire engines.”

Tax rise is just 
5p per day 

Sir, I believe I have a duty to correct 
the misconceptions around 
Haverhill Town Council’s decision to 
increase council tax by 
approximately 5p per day (yes, 5p, 
not 50p, not £5, but 5p). 

The town council receives no 
funding from central government, 
but raises its income byway of 
council tax and ticket sales at the arts 
centre. Both St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council and Suffolk County 
Council not only receive the majority 
of their income from central 
government, they received 
additional Government funding 
specifically in order that they did not 
increase their council tax in 2011 /12. 
The town council consulted 
residents in 2009 on the services they 
valued and how much a week they 
thought was reasonable to pay for 
those services. The arts centre 
featured high on the list of valued 
services, with residents prepared to 
pay substantially more to retain it 
and its current programme of 
activities. 

The most vulnerable of the town's 
residents, if claiming their benefit 
entitlement, will pay only lp per day 
increase. 

A family which takes advantage of all 
the free activities provided by the 
town council - fun days, youth clubs, 
open-air dances, fireworks, 
Halloween trail, etc - will receive full 
value for their council tax. Similarly, 
a pensioner who takes advantage of 
the four coach outings and the 
subsidised pensioner events. 

The town council is looking to 
return some of the 2011/12 council 
tax directly to residents - for the 
disadvantaged this could be close to 
a 50 per cent refund. 

And, finally, there are elections 
coming in May. There is a short 
introductory session to becoming a 
councillor being held this Saturday 
at Haverhill Arts Centre from 1 lam. 
Why not turn up and see what’s 
involved?

This decision had to be made now 
because the budgets for the year 
have to be finalised and, regrettably, 
the borough was unable to provide 
us with a definitive statement 
regarding future funding for 
Haverhill. If the borough continues 
to support our funding, the town 
council is committed to returning 
funds to our residents. 

Right now your town council is 
having to make many difficult 
decisions that affect services in 
Haverhill. We welcome your input 
and would urge that you attend full 
town council meetings or discuss 
your concerns with councillors.

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Court defeat leaves 
big bill for taxpayers

PLANNING permission for 
one of Britain’s largest grain 
stores has been quashed by 
top judges - leaving taxpayers 
facing a five-figure bill. 

The Court of Appeal concluded 
South Cambridgeshire District 
Council did not follow the rules 
when it approved Camgrain’s 
application for 60 new silos off the 
All between Great Wilbraham and 
WestWratting. 

The decision is a victory for Alex 
and fayne Bateman, of London 
Road, Balsham, who are concerned 
about safety on the single track road 
leading to the depot and had 
continued to fight the case after 
losing in the High Court last year. 

Lord fustice Moore-Bick said the 
council had not made it “sufficiently 
clear” why it had not ordered an 
environmental impact assessment of 
the extension and therefore 
concluded the decision-making 
process was “legally flawed”. 

The council will have to pay the 
Batemans’ costs, which are expected 
to run well into five figures. 

Richard Buxton, the couple’s 
Cambridge-based solicitor, said: “My 


clients felt it was a situation where 
residents’ interests weren’t taken 
into account properly. 

“It would have been easy for the 
council to have appreciated early on 
in the process that a mistake had 
been made and to have consented to 
having the permission quashed and 
reconsidered. 


“Instead they spent a lot of 
taxpayers’ money wrongly fighting 
the case.” 

Preparatory works on the scheme 
had begun. 

A spokeswoman said the council 
accepted the court’s decision. 

She said: “The proposal will now be 
re-screened to assess whether a full 


environmental impact assessment is 
necessary and the application will be 
reconsidered in due course.” 

Colin Barker, a Camgrain director, 
emphasised the court had not ruled 
there should have been an assess¬ 
ment and the company “considers 
that the same decision would be the 
correct one”.

Stressed-out 
teachers feel 
the pressure 


SICK-note teachers in Suffolk 
took almost 10,000 days off in a 
year due to depression and 
psychiatric stress, a council 
revealed this week. 

The figures released by Suffolk County 
Council show stressed-out teachers took 
off the equivalent of 50 academic years 
in 2010. 

Education chiefs said over-worked 
teachers were forced to stay at home 
after being diagnosed with stress, 
depression and anxiety caused by 
classroom chaos. 

One teacher spent a year-and-a-half 
out of school after being diagnosed with 
post-traumatic stress disorder. 

Union bosses blamed the figures on a 
huge increase in workload, the threat of 
inspections and the pressure of exams 
and league tables. 

The figures for 2010 show that 190 
teachers took a total of 9,774 days off, 
with a high level suffering from stress or 
depression and anxiety.

Graham White, Suffolk’s division 
secretary for the National Union of 
Teachers, said: “I think that it is clear that 
teaching is an extremely stressful job. 
These figures are rising and teachers are 
becoming more and more stressed, but 
this isn’t a criticism of the school - it is 
the nature of the job.” 

A Suffolk education authority 
spokeswoman said: “Suffolk County 
council takes the welfare of staff very 
seriously. 

“We will continue to work closely with 
employees and their managers to help 
and support any stress related recovery. 

“We offer support through wellbeing 
programmes, professional associations 
and HR departments. 

“School staff have access to a free 
telephone number, which provides 
telephone counselling and advice on a 
wide range of personal and work related 
issues.”

Between 2008 and 2012, 
television services in the UK 
will go completely digital on a 
region by region basis (the 
exception being Whitehaven 
in Cumbria which became the 
first place to switch in October 
2007.) The old analogue 
television signal will 
eventually be switched off and 
viewers will need to convert or 
upgrade their TV equipment 
to receive digital signals, 
whether through their aerial 
or by satellite, cable or 
broadband. 

The Government says that 
the switchover will mean that 
almost everyone will be able 
to receive digital TV through 
an aerial, in the way that 
Freeview currently runs.

Drivers get 
fines in belts 
crackdown 

NEARLY 200 motorists have been caught 
not wearing seatbelts during a week-long 
police campaign in Suffolk. 

The clampdown, led by Tispol - the 
European Traffic Police Network - 
resulted in 186 fixed penalty fines of £60 
being handed out. 

Three of the penalties were issued for 
children not wearing an appropriate 
child restraint. 

In a similar campaign last year, 101 
fixed penalties were issued in Suffolk for 
seatbelt offences. 

Chief Insp Adrian Dawson, of Suffolk’s 
roads policing unit, said: “The rise in the 
number of people stopped who were not 
wearing a seatbelt is frustrating, as it is 
such a simple yet incredibly important 
thing to do. 

“Even on short journeys or at low 
speeds the importance of wearing a 
seatbelt cannot be underestimated. 

“It can mean the difference between 
life and death. This is why we extended 
the clampdown for the whole of February 
and will remain intent on targeting 
people who do not wear appropriate 
restraints for the rest of the month, and 
beyond.”

Councils count 
on saving more

TWO councils are saving 
millions of pounds by 
joining forces to share 
services - but have stopped 
short of plans for a com¬ 
plete merger, for now. 

Cllr John Griffith, leader of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
and Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, leader 
of Forest Heath District Council, 
say shared services are already 
helping them to save money and 
operate more efficiently in the 
face of growing public spending 
cuts. 

They intend to look for more 
ways to share services in future, 
but have rule out any immediate 
redundancies. 

St Edmundsbury currently 
employs 540 staff and Forest 
Heath 220. 

In the first year of the agree¬ 
ment, the two councils have a 
shared a head of planning post, 
with the St Edmundsbury officer 
not being replaced when she left 
the post. 

St Edmundsbury estimated it 
will save £325,000 from April 
when it joins the Anglia Revenue 
Partnership, which already del¬ 
ivers the revenues and benefits 
service for Forest Health, Breck- 
land and East Cambridgeshire. 

A new IT service working across 
both councils is expected to save 
an estimated £J.7 million over six 


years. The councils say they are 
already saving money through a 
shared waste management 
service and estimate savings at 
around £300,000 a year between 
them. 

Cllr Griffith said: “It is keeping 
the West Suffolk concept alive, 
and our separate identities, but 
looking at everything we do to see 
how services can be shared. 

“When vacancies arise, we will 
be looking at recruiting from 
within. 

“At St Edmundsbury, we have 
reduced our number of corporate 
directors from five to two. We have 
managed to freeze council tax 
without cutting front line services 
and we will also be looking at joint 


working with other bodies, like 
the police and the NHS. 

“Our view is that what is good 
for Newmarket will also be good 
for Bury and Haverhill and the 
surrounding villages. 

“We are trying to get the best we 
possibly can for all our residents 
in the face very difficult financial 
times.” 

David Burnip, chief executive 
of Mildenhall-based Forest 
Heath, said: “This is an exciting 
initiative for the people of West 
Suffolk. 

“It arises out of the need to get 
the best value for money for the 
residents of St Edmundsbury and 
Forest Heath and ensure the 
resilience of services.”

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‘I may be disabled, but I 
won’t let it ruin my life’

S ITTING in the 
pitch dark, 
lights off and 
curtains closed, 
Marc Bond could 
hardly stand to look 
at the TV Even with 
his sunglasses on, 
the screen seemed 
painfully bright; the 
glare was making 
his whole head hurt. 
Though he didn’t 
know it, Marc’s skull 
had slowly been 
filling with fluid - 
and it was fit to 
burst. 

“My balance had gone 
and my head was hurting 
so much I couldn’t think 
straight,” remembers 
Marc, 30. “By the time I 
went to the GP - the day I 
was admitted to 
Addenbrooke’s -1 was on 
a whole cocktail of 
painkillers, and nothing 


Marc Bond sustained brain damage as a 
baby and has had to cope with knock- 
backs in life ever since. However, with his 
own business now launched, he is 
determined not to let his disability hold 
him back. Alice Ryan reports 


was making a 
difference.” 

Born with 

hydrocephalus, a build¬ 
up of fluid in the brain, 
Marc was fitted with a 
cranial shunt - a kind of 
drain - as a baby. Now 
his shunt had failed. And 
he needed emergency 
surgery. 

“It was pretty scary,” 
admits Marc, from 
Cambridge. “And it does 
make me feel a bit scared 
about the future; they say 
a shunt has a sell-by date 
of about 10 years, so I 
know it could happen 
again at some point. 

“But you can’t let these 
things rule your life. Yes, 


I’m disabled. I’ll always 
be disabled. But I’m not 
going to be all bitter and 
twisted about it. 

“I’m ambitious, 
extremely driven and 
determined to succeed. 
Some might even say I’m 
a bit arrogant, but I don’t 
think that’s a bad thing: I 
think you need a bit of 
arrogance to succeed in 
this world...” 

For the first 10 days of 
his life, Marc’s 
hydrocephalus went 
undiagnosed. As a result, 
fluid built up and up in 
his head - causing 
irreparable brain 
damage. “The brain 
damage that occurred 


affected my legs,” 
he explains. “It caused 
me to have cerebral 
palsy.” 

Marc can’t walk 
without the aid of 
crutches. His muscles are 
prone to spasm. And, 
over his lifetime, he has 
endured a spinal 
collapse, a cranial 
haemorrhage and a total 
of nine major operations, 
including four rounds of 
brain surgery. 

Yet Marc is fiercely 
independent. Four years 
ago he left his native 
South Africa to start a 
new life in England; 
settling in Cambridge, he 
lives in his own flat and - 
a trained graphic and 
web designer, with 
advertising expertise - 
he’s just launched his 
own copywriting 
company, Neonical. 

“I say that I thrive on 
rejection,” Marc says, 
with a grin. “It sounds 
silly, but every time 


someone tells me ‘No. 
You can’t do this or that’ 
it just makes me more 
determined to prove 
them wrong. I’ve walked 
up mountains on my 
crutches: I believe that 
anything is possible, if 
you persevere.” 

Marc decided to tell 
his story to raise 
awareness of both 
hydrocephalus and the 
Cambridgeshire-based 
charity Asbah - the 
national Association for 
Spina Bifida and 
Hydrocephalus. 

“Asbah is a great 
organisation,” he 
explains. “They really 
helped me after my 
shunt failed: I wanted to 
find out exactly what had 
happened and what the 
surgery entailed, and 
they gave me a lot of 
information and 
support. And they also 
helped 

me when my application 
for a driving licence was

rejected by the DVLA: it 
took two years, but I got 
my licence in the end. 

“And Asbah hasn’t only 
helped me - they support 
thousands of people, who 
are dealing with all kinds 
of problems.” 

Born to a British father 
and South African 
mother, Marc was raised 
in Cape Town. “My father 
is a doctor and, when I 
was 10 days old, he 
noticed that my head 
circumference was 
increasing more quickly 
than it should be. I had 
head scans and they 
diagnosed 

hydrocephalus; at just 10 
days old I was in theatre 
having brain surgery.” 

After the op, to insert 
the first shunt, it became 
clear that Marc had 
sustained brain damage 
and was physically 
disabled: at 18 months 
old, he needed more 
surgery to sever a series of 
nerve fibres running from 
his leg muscles to his 
spinal cord (to release 
tension and increase 
movement in his lower 
body). But, a very bright 
little boy, he was thriving 
academically. 

“Apart from two years, 
all my schooling was 
mainstream, funior 
school was a very happy 
time. I didn’t start using 
crutches until I was 10 so, 
believe it or not, I even 
did judo for the first few 
years.” 

At 7, Marc had another 
leg operation, which saw 
him in plaster to the hip 
and in a wheelchair for a 
month. “I can still 
remember my 
schoolmates pushing me 
round in the chair,” he 
laughs. “I’m still mates 


with a lot of those guys 
now.” 

Then, on Christmas 
Day in 1988, his father 
noticed a break in the 
shunt tube while giving 
Marc a hug (the tubing 
runs down his neck, just 
under the skin). In the 
wake of corrective 
surgery, he suffered a 
brain haemorrhage. 

“I was in a coma for two 
days and more brain 
damage was caused. My 
dad realised my memory 
had been affected soon 
after I came round: I 
asked for a drink, he gave 
me one, then two minutes 
later I asked again for a 
drink, then again, then 
again. 

“My short term 
memory just disappeared. 
I lost all interest in 
reading and painting; I 
used to draw a lot.” 

Removed from 
mainstream education 
and sent to a special 
school instead, Marc 
remembers it as an 
unhappy time. “The focus 
was on my physical 
problems and not on my 
academic abilities, so I 
wasn’t being challenged.” 

The following summer, 
while on a family holiday 
in Mauritius, Marc’s back 
suddenly collapsed and 
he was unable to support 
his own weight; he’s been 
reliant on crutches ever 
since. 

After a spell at boarding 
school in his early teens, 
Marc transferred to a top¬ 
flight independent school 
in the heart of Cape Town. 
It was while at senior 
school that Marc began to 
suffer at the hands of a 
bully, who taunted him 
with obscenities every 
day. That was, he recalls, 


‘a very unpleasant time’. 

College followed, then a 
high-flying job with a top 
ad agency (whose client 
list boasted numerous 
global brands, including 
Absolut Vodka). “I was 20, 
21 and working on film 
sets for TV commercials, 
on magazine 

photoshoots, in recording 
studios, having my own 
work produced... for 
someone who had been 
shut down so many times 
as a child, that was pretty 
amazing.” 

Sadly, after 9/11, the 
company was forced to 
make cut-backs and Marc 
was made redundant. He 
came over to the UK a few 
years later but he has also 
struggled to find work in 
England, hence the 
decision to set up his own 
business. 

Although he is 
determined not to let his 
disability hold him back, 
Marc says he isn’t deluded 
- he knows that his life is 
different, and in many 
ways more complicated, 
than that of others his 
age. 

“A lot of my friends are 
in long-term relationships 
now. I see what they’re 
doing on Facebook: 
having dinner parties, 
getting married, having 
babies 

... I’d love all that. And 
sometimes it does affect 
me. 

“I do have dark times, 
when I shut myself away, 
turn my phone off, don’t 
talk to anyone. But then I 
pull myself out of it and 
get on with life. 

“It’s a cliche, I know, but 
time really is a great 
healer. And when one 
door closes, another one 
is bound to open up ...” 


■ What is hydrocephalus? 

Hydrocephalus, also known as ‘water on 
the brain’, is a medical condition in which 
there is an abnormal accumulation of 
cerebrospinal fluid in the ventricles, or 
cavities, of the brain. 

This can cause increased pressure inside 
the skull, leading to everything from nausea 
and dizzy spells to convulsions, memory 
loss and even, as in Marc’s case, 
permanent brain damage. 

Affecting an estimated one in every 1,000 
live births, hydrocephalus can be both 
genetic and acquired; it is sometimes 
developed in adulthood, usually as the 
result of a head injury.

Established in 1966, the Association for 
Spina Bifida and Hydrocephalus - ASBAH 
- is the leading UK charity providing 
support, information and advice on spina 
bifida and hydrocephalus. 

The organisation, which operates across 
England, Wales and Northern Ireland, is 
committed to supporting all individuals 
who, as a result of the two medical 
conditions, face severe physical and 
psychological challenges on a daily basis - 
currently around 15,000 people, almost 
200 of which live in Cambridgeshire.

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Kelly’s on course 
for race challenge 


Kelly Chawner will take 
part in the Race for 
Life in July having 
given birth while 
undergoing chemo 
therapy. JOHN GOODE 
meets her. 


Y OUNG mum Kelly 

Chawner knows better 
than most why it’s 
important for women to sign 
up to Cancer Research UK’s 
Race for Life this summer - as 
she gave birth while 
undergoing chemotherapy 
Kelly walked last year’s race just 
after being given the all-clear, 
although she was still suffering the 
effects of the treatment. 

Now she is hoping to run or jog 
5km in this year’s race and top the 
£187 she raised last year. 

Kelly, 29, said: “It’s a really fun 
way of raising awareness and money 
to help with research. 

“Hopefully one day people won’t 
have to go through what I went 
through. 

“I would just urge more people to 
sign up. It’s a fab day and so much 
fun.” 

Kelly, of Peyton Place, Station 
Road, Isleham, and her partner Tony 
Jones have two children - Toby, who 
will be 3 in April, and Abigail, 15 
months. 

It was while Kelly was expecting 
Abigail that she began to experience 
breathing problems - which turned 
out to be nothing to do with the 
cancer - but as a result she was sent 
for a scan. 

The scan showed problems with the 
lymph nodes in her chest and she was 
diagnosed as having Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma while 15 weeks pregnant. 

A biopsy confirmed the diagnosis 
and she was put on a course of 
chemotherapy. 

She was given ultra sounds every 
three weeks to check on the condition 
of her baby. 

“I pretty much lived at 
Addenbrooke’s,” she said. “I had 
numerous stays in hospital - mainly 
because my breathing got worse 
because I had too much acid in my 
blood. 

“It wasn’t anything to do with the 
cancer or the treatment. But in a way 
it was lucky I had it because 
otherwise I wouldn’t have had the 
scan which showed the cancer in the 
first place.” 

Abigail was born by Caesarian 
section six weeks early, weighing 51b 
9oz. But she was not affected by the 
chemotherapy. 

“The placenta had worked properly 
and stopped her from receiving any of 
my drugs,” said Kelly, who shaved her 
hair off when it started coming out in 
clumps. 

She said she was able to watch as 
Abigail was born. 

“The surgeon held something up 
which was all scrunched up and 
wrinkly,” she said. “It didn’t look like 
a baby and didn’t make a sound so I

panicked. At that moment she 
stretched out her arms and legs and 
began to cry. 

“Tony got to hold her first and he 
laid her by my shoulder so we could 
take a closer look. I didn’t get to hold 
her for another eight hours but she 
was beautiful - our little miracle.” 

Kelly said the discovery that she 
had a form of cancer was more of a 
shock because there was no history of 
serious cancer in her family. 

“My granddad had prostate cancer, 
but he never let it affect him too 
much,” she said. “There are a lot of 
people in my family that are 
unhealthier than me. 

“We hadn’t heard of Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma and thought it was 
something routine until Tony looked it 
up on the Internet and said: ‘It’s 
cancer’. 

“Dealing with the cancer was tough 
in every sense - financially, 
physically and mentally. But my mum 
in particular was a real blessing, 
looking after Toby when I was at 
hospital.

“I feel really blessed that I was 
receiving my treatment at 
Addenbrooke’s and the Rosie even 
though it’s about a 20-mile journey 
from home and I had to make three or 
four trips a week.” 

Kelly, who previously worked in 
pub management, is now about to 
start working part-time as a carer. 

Lucy Hynes, Race for Life event 
manager for Cambridge, said: “Kelly 
is an amazing lady and we’re 
extremely grateful for her support. 

“Everyone at Race for Life has 
their own special reason for partici¬ 
pating and Kelly’s story illustrates just 
how much difference fundraising 
makes to our research.” 


In last year’s race, Kelly was 
supported by friends Naomi Smith, 
Beckie Flynn and Rosie Cockerton, 
who also entered. 

Rosie, from Soham, walked the 
route with Kelly while the other two 
ran the distance and they all met up at 
the finish. 

Kelly, who will complete a year in 
remission in May, said: “I’m hoping 
we will all do it together this year. I 
was really pleased to complete the 
5km last year in 43 minutes because 
in training the best time I had done 
was 56 minutes. 

“I’ve just downloaded a 12-week 
training schedule and I’m hoping to at 
least jog the distance this year.” 

When Race for Life began in 1994, 
many people diagnosed with cancer 
did not survive. 

Since then, research supported by 
cash raised from events like Race for 
Life, which is supported by 
Cambridge Newspapers, have helped 
more people to beat the disease. 

The Cambridge event is one of 
more than 300 held across the UK 
between May and July. It is the largest 
women-only fundraising event and 
this year a national target of £80 
million has been set. 

Since it started, 4.7 million women 
have taken part and have together 
raised more than £327 million for 
Cancer Research UK’s work. 

This involves helping to develop 
drugs such as tamoxifen and 
herceptin, which have saved the lives 
of thousands of women with breast 
cancer, as well as temozolomide, 
which is used to treat people with the 
most common type of brain cancer, 
and carboplatin, one of the most 
successful cancer fighting drugs. 

The Race for Life will take place 
on July 3, starting on Parker’s Piece, 
Cambridge. 

A fee of £14.99 paid by each 
entrant goes towards the cost of 
staging the race. All money raised in 
sponsorship goes towards research.

Fears voiced 
on finances 
in the future 


THE prosperity of Cambridgeshire 
is being threatened by “lack of 
clarity” about the eastern region’s 
future development, a planning 
expert has warned. 

Last July, the Government 
announced it was abolishing the 
Regional Spatial Strategy, the 
framework used to map out how 
the region should develop. 

The planning system is also now 
in limbo while the Localism Bill, 
which promises to give comm¬ 
unities more power over housing 
and business development, goes 
through Parliament, according to 
Cambridge property consultancy 
Carter Jonas. 

A spokeswoman for the com¬ 
pany said: “The lack of clarity 
about the framework for long¬ 
term regional development could 
see Cambridgeshire and the 
region miss out on future 
economic prosperity. 

“While the Bill is going through 
Parliament, long-term plans for 
development are without practical 
focus.” 

The situation has been made 
worse by a High Court ruling 
allowing councils to lend their 
weight to regional planning 
considerations, Carter Jonas said. 

Trevor Dodkins, Carter Jonas’s 
head of planning in Cambridge, 
said: “We all - professionals and 
public alike - need clarity.”

With just weeks to go until the first 
analogue TV signals are switched off in 
Cambridgeshire, Northamptonshire and 
Bedfordshire, Digital UK is providing 
readers with this special guide to the 
digital TV switchover 


What is switchover? 

Digital TV switchover is the biggest change in television since 
the introduction of colour. Analogue signals are about to be 
switched off and replaced with new digital services. This will 
make Freeview available for the first time to thousands of 
homes watching local 'relay' transmitters in areas such as 
Luton and Northampton. 


DIGITAL UK is the independent 
organisation set up by the broadcasters to 
lead the switchover. It provides an advice 
line and website to help with general 
questions about getting digital TV and 
preparing for the switchover. 

Peter Monteith, Digital UK’s regional 
manager for Anglia, says: “Switchover will 


change forever how television is broadcast. 
I’m delighted that, very soon, viewers who 
have previously been unable to get 
Freeview services will be able to do so for 
the first time. 

“Most people are well prepared; but for 
those who still have questions, we are here 
to help.” 
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How will switchover happen? 

THE switchover will happen in two stages. 

If you currently receive your TV signal through an aerial, in either analogue 
or digital format (e.g. Freeview, Top Up TV, BT Vision), you are probably 
served by the Sandy Heath transmitter group, which switches on the dates 
below. Televisions connected to a cable or satellite service are not affected. 

Stage one - 30 March 2011: 

In the early hours, analogue BBC Two will be switched off and replaced with 
a new digital signal. 

Local 'relay' TV transmitters will also start to broadcast the BBC's other 
digital channels for the first time. 

Readers switching to digital for the first time via Freeview, Top Up TV or 
BT Vision will now be able to set up their equipment. Homes already 
watching these services should retune their digital boxes or IDTVs. 

Stage two -13 April 2011: 

All remaining analogue channels will be switched off and replaced with 
additional digital services. 

Everyone watching Freeview, Top Up TV or BT Vision will need to retune 
their equipment again to receive all available channels. 

On both dates, these changes will happen overnight. For most viewers, 
services will be restored by the morning. Households receiving their TV 
signal from local relay transmitters will receive new digital services later in 
the day and should tune in for the first time or retune from this point.

Where can I get face-to- 
face advice on switchover? 

Digital UK has been working 
closely with charities to organise 
local advice points during 
switchover.

What about my 
video recorder? 

After switchover, 
video and 
analogue DVD 
recorders will 
still play 
back and 


record, but 
you won’t 
be able 


to record one channel while you 
watch another. 

If you want to continue doing 
this after switchover, the 
simplest way is to get a digital 
TV recorder. These also allow 
you to record a whole series at 
the touch of a button, and pause 
and rewind live TV 

Will I need a new aerial to 
receive Freeview? 

Most rooftop aerials will be fine 
after switchover but a small 
proportion of aerials are likely 
to need replacing to receive 
Freeview. 

Digital UK recommends that 
you wait until after switchover 
to see if your aerial needs 
replacing in order to avoid 
having unnecessary work 
carried out. You can check 
whether your existing aerial is 
likely to be suitable for 
receiving digital by visiting the 
aerial test page on teletext page 
284. 

If you receive television from 
the Sandy Heath main 
transmitter, you will need a 
wideband aerial to receive all 
the available Freeview channels 
after switchover. If your existing 
aerial is not wideband, you 
should still be able to receive the 
main public-service channels. 

Where can I find a good 
aerial installer? 

Look for a Registered Digital 
Installer (RDI) with the 


‘digital tick’ logo. You can 
either go to www.rdi-lb.tv/ 
identify.html or call Digital UK 
on 0845 650 50 50 for more 
information. If you can’t find an 
RDI locally, look for someone 
with Associate RDI or CAI Plus 
status - or ask your local 
electrical retailer. 

What channels will I get? 

Which channels you receive will 
depend on which transmitter 
you receive your signal from. 

Viewers served by a local 
‘relay’ transmitter will receive 
around 15 Freeview channels for 
the first time. These will include 
BBC One, BBC Two, ITV1, 
Channel 4 and Five, plus all the 
other channels from the BBC 
(those funded by the licence fee) 
and some other services from 
the public-service broadcasters. 

Viewers served by a larger 
‘main’ transmitter will be able 
to receive these channels as well 
as some extra services from 
commercial broadcasters. These 
extra channels are also available 
via satellite. You can check 
which Freeview channels are 
available in your area by using 
the postcode checker at 
www.digitaluk.co.uk, or by 
calling 08456 50 50 50. 

This also gives you 
information about satellite and 
cable options in your area. 

You’ll find that getting 
switched over is more straight¬ 
forward than you think! 


How to get 
digital television 


IF you only receive five or fewer analogue channels through an aerial on any of 
your sets, you’ll need to think about converting them for switchover - otherwise 
you risk being faced with a blank screen once analogue signals are switched off. 


There are three main ways to switch to 
digital TV: 

■ Convert your existing analogue TV 
using a digital box (eg Freeview, Top Up 
TV or BT Vision). 

■ Have a digital TV service, such as 
satellite, cable or broadband T\, installed 
for you. Providers include Sky, freesat 
and Virgin Media. 

■ Buy a new TV with digital (Freeview 
or freesat) built in. 

Remember, almost everyone will be 


able to watch Freeview after switchover - 
even homes currently out of coverage. 

You can check the options for going 
digital in your area, and what channels 
will be available through your aerial, 
using the postcode checker at 
www.digitaluk.co.uk. Extra channels are 
available through other digital TV 
services, such as satellite or cable. 

Virtually any TV set, including black 
and white ones and those without Scart 
sockets, can be converted using a digital 
box.

VIEWERS watching Freeview, Top Up TV or 
BT Vision will need to a full retune their 
equipment at both stages of switchover in 
order to continue receiving services.

Prison visit reveals 
healthcare worries 


HEALTH services at a 
Suffolk prison are still 
causing serious concern - 
even though in many areas 
it has made excellent pro¬ 
gress. 

That was the conclusion of the 
latest report on Highpoint Prison 
at Stradishall, by Nick Elardwick, 
Chief Inspector of Prisons, who 
has published his findings after 
an unannounced inspection of 
the training prison. 

Mr Hardwick found general 
healthcare services needed urgent 
attention, as they were critically 
understaffed, clinics were dis¬ 
organised and unsafe and phar¬ 
macy services were chaotic. 

In its last inspection, Highpoint 
was said to be struggling under 
the pressure of greater numbers 
of prisoners who were far from 
home, without the necessary 
expansion in activity spaces.

of violent incidents. 

Mr Hardwick said in a relatively 
short time, the prison had made 
“excellent progress”, with the 
exception of health services 
which required “serious and 
urgent” attention. 

Inspectors were pleased to find 
the prison appeared much safer, 
violence reduction strategies were 
reasonably good and bullying was 
not a major problem. 

Drug supply had been effect¬ 
ively combated and levels of 
assaults and fights were low. 
Relationships between staff and 
prisoners appeared more positive 
and a start had been made on 
developing a personal officer 
scheme. 

Mr Hardwick said: “Highpoint 
had made significant and com¬ 
mendable progress towards be¬ 
coming a really effective training 
prison, providing a safe and 


mostly purposeful environment, 
with reasonable resettlement 
arrangements. 

“There remained a need for 
more activities to ensure that all 
prisoners are able to take part 
regularly in work or training, and 
to achieve qualifications that will 
help them to gain employment 
after their release. 

“Overall, however, there was a 
serious and urgent need to ensure 
that healthcare services are del¬ 
ivered to a safe and acceptable 
standard and that men at 
Highpoint receive appropriate 
care." 

Michael Spurr, chief executive 
officer of the National Offender 
Management Service, said: “I am 
pleased that the chief inspector 
has highlighted the excellent 
progress which has taken place at 
Highpoint. 

“Highpoint will work closely 
with the Primary Care Trust to 
address the concerns raised by 
inspectors regarding healthcare."

THAT crazy little thing called 
love complicates a seemingly 
perfect relationship based on 
sex in this contemporary 
comedy of social mores. 

As the title suggests, No Strings 
Attached centres on a pair of 20- 
something professionals who 
don’t have time in their busy 
schedules for an inconvenience 
such as commitment. 

And so they agree to be friends 
with benefits, calling and texting 
each other for physical 
gratification with the 
understanding that they don’t 
have to worry about the 
awkwardness of post-coital 
conversation. 

Screenwriter Elizabeth 
Meriwether gradually shows her 
protagonists the errors of their 
lustful ways and sets up the 
possibility of a happy ever after 
using that age-old plot device: A 
wedding. 

In the wrong hands, No Strings 
Attached would be saccharine 
nonsense. Thankfully, this film is 
blessed with director Ivan 
Reitman and well-judged 
performances from Natalie 
Portman and Ashton Kutcher, 


who generate smouldering 
chemistry. 

Adam (Kutcher), whose father 
Alvin (Kevin Kline) is a famous 
actor, works as a lowly TV 
producer on a show that is 
cynically jumping on the High 
School Musical bandwagon.

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GARDENING 


Looking forward to summer

T HE daffodils may not quite 
be in bloom yet - but you 
should be ordering your 
summer bulbs now if you want to 
add pizzazz to your plot in the 
warmer months. 

Bulbs, cornis and tubers can be planted 
in spring right up until the end of May and 
can be as spectacular as their spring 
counterparts, in troughs and tubs, or 
filling up the front of beds and borders, 
requiring little maintenance but providing 
a wealth of colour during the hotter 
months. 

The majority produce their best blooms 
when planted in a sunny spot, although 
lilies and begonias bloom well in partial 
shade. 

The secret is to plant a variety of bulbs 
which will last all summer, such as 
freesias, which bloom from June onwards, 
zantedeschias, which flower between July 
and October, and later-flowering blooms 
such as dahlias and tigridias. 

Long after your tulips have faded, 
foxtail lilies (eremurus) are producing 


towering spires of flowers as high as 2.5m 
(8ft) and clumps of Crinum x powellii are 
producing beautiful blooms. Also in 
August and September, red hot pokers 
(kniphofias) are among the most 
impressive border plants. 

In October and November, a welcome 
burst of colour is provided by Nerine 
samiensis, related to amaryllis and 
sometimes referred to as jewel, or 
diamond, lilies because their petals reflect 
light, which is needed in the dullest 
months. Indeed, a panel of gardening 
experts has voted it the must-have bloom 
for this summer, in an event organised by 
the Netherlands Flower Bulb Information 
Centre. 

Hyacinths are generally known as 
highly scented spring bulbs, but there is 
also a summer hyacinth, Galtonia 


candicans, which grows to 3ft (90cm) and 
makes big clumps of strap-like leaves, 
producing white, bell-shaped flowers in 
summer. They should be planted in late 
spring. 

If you don’t fancy lifting gladioli corms 
every year, try the Gladiolus communis 
subsp. byzantinus, which grows to 75cm 
(2.5ft) and produces magenta flowers. It is 
a hardy perennial which doesn’t need 
digging up every year and looks 
wonderful in a cottage garden, although 
it’s not quite as majestic as the taller 
varieties. Corms should be planted in a 
sunny spot in autumn or early spring in 
fertile, well-drained soil. 

Lilies are among the most popular 
summer bulbs. They perform well in pots 
and if you want their rich scent to pervade 
your patio, go for L. longiflorum, which 


will produce wonderful white flowers and 
fragrance on a sunny terrace. They are 
best grown in large pots of John Tr ines 
compost in autumn or early spring in a 
frost-free greenhouse or conservatory. 
Don’t put them outside until the frosts 
have passed. 

One of the easiest lilies to grow is the 
Tiger lily (Lilium tigrinum), which grows 
to 4ft (1.25m) and produces striking 
orange-spotted flowers with petals which 
curve in to make a ball shape. Again, they 
can be planted in early spring in well- 
drained lime-free soil. The plants can be 
left for a couple of years until they start to 
become overcrowded. Clumps can then be 
dug up and divided in autumn or early 
spring, and replanted immediately. 

Hardy bulbs such as nerines, galtonia 
and Amaryllis belladonna can be planted 


in spring and left to naturalise in a warm, 
sunny spot. 

Non-hardy types such as tigridia, canna 
and eucomis should be planted in late 
spring and lifted after flowering, before 
the first frost. Dahlias, cannas and 
begonias, which are not frost-hardy, can 
be started off in pots indoors early in the 
year. Nearly all need good drainage, so 
add sharp sand or horticultural grit to the 
ground below and around where the bulbs 
are to be planted. 

The hole should be about twice the 
diameter of the bulb and the depth will 
depend upon the variety you are planting. 

Crocosmias, formerly known as 
montbretias, with their hot colours from 
yellow through to burnt orange and fiery 
reds, look their best in high summer and 
can continue to flower well into 
September. 

Good companions in high summer 
include the dark-leaved dahlia Bishop of 
Llandaff, with its deep red flowers and the 
effective foliage contrast, and bold day 
lilies such as Hemerocallis Stafford, 
which has fabulous scarlet flowers with 
yellow centres. 

Other hot bulbs for summer include 
Gloriosa Rothschildiana, a climbing vine 
with vibrant red and yellow flowers 
similar to those of the lily and often 
known as the climbing lily. For best 
results this should be planted by trees, 
walls and fences in warm, sunny spots. 

Long after the daffodils and tulips have 
faded, you’ll be dazzled by a host of 
summer bulbs emerging through to 
autumn.

First-time buyers ‘hold key 
to healthy property market’ 


Philip Macdonald, managing director of Abbotts Countrywide, 
discusses the need to attract first-time buyers in order to get 
the property market moving. 



Philip Macdonald: Lack of mortgage 
funding means only cash buyers can 
get on the housing ladder 


WHILE it is fair to say that few 
salaries have doubled over the 
past decade, the average house 
price nearly has, rising by 91 
per cent from £86,095 to 
£164,310 - putting anyone 
who isn’t already on the 
housing ladder at a big 
disadvantage. 

Add to this the fact that too few 
houses are being built: 114,000 new 
private homes last year compared 
with an annual average of 147,000. So 
it is hardly surprising that there is 
continued upward pressure on prices. 

And this means that first-time 
buyers, who are the usual stimulants 
for mobility, are struggling to become 
homeowners. According to the 
Council of Mortgage Lenders (CML) 
first-timers now have to provide 
deposits equivalent to a year’s 
income, with 84 per cent receiving 


some financial support from family. 
Nevertheless, regulatory reforms 
requiring lenders to hold more 
liquidity and capital, linked to risk- 
averse lending strategies, mean that 
the shortage of mortgage funding in 
the wake of the credit crunch is 
holding the whole sector to ransom. 

Gross lending in 2010 totalled just 
£136 billion, compared with a peak of 
£363 billion in 2007. This means 
house sales are pretty close to a 40- 
year low A healthy market needs first¬ 
time buyers to release properties at 
the bottom of a chain, not just buy-to- 
let investors who rarely contribute to 
mobility among the wider home¬ 
owning community. 

The lack of first-time buyer activity 
is exercising political brains at the 


highest level, and not merely because 
they are losing out on a lot of tax 
income derived from a traditionally 
busy market and all the trades it 
supports. 

Homeownership is shrinking, and 
this is likely to put a greater burden on 
the state, yet also add to frustration 
when 85 per cent of existing 
households aspire to ownership. 

With more than a million extra 
under-35 adults than there were even 
six years ago, and a projected 
additional 800,000 over the next 
decade, the housing market is facing 
increasing pressure to build more 
homes, while lenders are under the 
spotlight to lower the bar for first-time 
buyers without sacrificing prudent 
decision making. 


The CML highlights ways in which 
lenders are addressing the issue: 
insurance schemes, guarantor 
mortgages, shared or discounted 
mortgages and cashback offers. No 
doubt we’ll hear more about these in 
due course. 

In the meantime, we have to find 
ways to raise the number of first-time 
buyers to pre-crisis levels of 400,000- 
500,000 per annum. 

Bearing in mind that they are 
exempt from stamp duty, could the 
Government inject some additional 
capital to support them? Given the 
current economic climate, that seems 
doubtful, at least in the short term. 

I believe the first hurdle to 
overcome is the shortage of mortgage 
funding because it hinders all but 
cash buyers. 

It’s not going to happen overnight, 
but I expect the purse strings to 
loosen as the economy continues to 
revive, bringing greater job security.

with the same electronic 
access cards and to access 
free electricity en route.

Cambridge’s charging 
bays are located in the 
Grafton East car park, the 
Queen Anne terrace car 
park and at Marshall’s 
Citroen and Nissan dealers 
in Newmarket Road. The 
units are Chargemaster’s 
DualCharge intelligent 
charging posts which link 
up to Chargevision, the 
company’s back-end 
management system.

and thousands of job losses. 

The subsequent buyout by 
the Shanghai Automotive 
Industry Corporation (SAIC) 
meant continued small-scale 
production of the MG TF 
sports car, but more 
significant was the long-term 
investment put in place by 
the Chinese company - 
culminating in the 
development of the all-new 
model. 

The MG6 is the centrepiece 
of the brand’s relaunch, 
which includes a new logo, 
branding and a programme 
of almost 30 new dealerships 
over the next year. Most 
importantly, it will also tackle 
the challenge of reconnecting 
customers with the brand. 


MG executives at the 
relaunch were keen to point 
out that MG remains a 
thoroughly British brand with 
British products: the MG6 has 
been designed and developed 
in the UK by mainly British 
talent, still working at a 
design facility in the heart of 
Birmingham.
